ton. The handsomest in the city is 
that Of Secretary and Mrs. Whitney. 
ie windows are draped with red silk damask 
brocade into which is woven a conventional 
feomeiric pattern, ani the only other decora- 
tions upon the watls are some old paccues of 
hammered brass and others of H1 {pano-MOres- 
que, and over the sideboard hangs a rare piece 
of tapestry that antedates the fruit of the ja- 
mous looms of Belgium. It was made in Nu- 
remberg, and bears date of 1525. The story 
told by its curious legends and figures has 
hever been deciphered. although several learn- 
ed Germans have bent their “energies to read 
the tale of the tane stry.

WHO RLSCULS A PRISONER FROM A 
MOB. 


A HAND TO HAND ENCOUNTER 


Which Results in a Victory for the Officer 
and the Kont of His Assailants 
Near Dallas, Texas. 

DaLias, Texas, January 6.—[Special.|— 
News reached the city vesterday morning of 
an event Friday night at Garland, a few 
miles north of this city, similar to the recent 
Birmingham affair. The particulars are as 
follows: 

On last Thursday Deputy Sheriff J. A. Moore 
arrested, at Garland, aman by the name of 
Jack O’Brien. A gang had burglarized two 
of the village stores Wednesday night, and a 
quantity ef the missing goods were found in 
G’'DBrien’s keeping. O’Brien was brought to 
Dallas and jailed, but Friday was taken 
back to Garland to have an examining trial 
before the justice of the peace there. He had 
his trialand was bound over to await the 
action of grand jury. 

ailing togive bond, Deputy Moore took 
the prisoner to the depot, to await the arrival 
of the Dallas train, which was an hour or so 
late. About half pastten he left the prisoner 
in chargé of a friend, while he went to a store, 
several miles distant, to get a cigar. During 
his absencea masked mob of about ten armed 
men assaulted the depot and took the prisoner 
of: to Embree park, one and a qnarter miles 
distance. 

The deputy returning soon thereafter, and 
learning the situation, procured a horse and 
followed the mob at full speed. When he 
arrived at the pavyk he found the mob in 
the act of stringing O’Brien up _ to 
alimb. He dashed in the crowd, cut the rope 
and rescued the well nigh strangled prisoner. 
This act took the crowd a little by surprise, but 
they rallied aud a number of them again 
wrenched the prisoner away from him, and 
nade off to the park -pavilion, while others 
heid tie deputy. The deputy struggled with 
his adversaries, and in the meantime the other 
part of the mob were engaged in stringing 
O’Brien up toa joist of the pavilion. Moore 
finally freed himself from the grasp of the 
mob, drew his six-shooter, routed them and 
advanced to the pavilion, and at the point of 
he pistol again reached his prisoner and cut 
hini down justin time tosave his life. The 
mob gathered again, but the deputy opened 
fire upon them and they retreated a short dis- 
tance and returned the fire. Some twenty-five 
or thirty shots were exchanged, and the deputy 
and his prisoner were unharmed. 

Several of the mob are supposed to be 
wounded, but itis not known whether seriously 
or not. Moore took his prisoner back to the 
Garland depot, guarded him all night and 
brought him safely to Dallas and placed him 
in jail. O’Brien says he thought each time 
he was swinging that he hada through ticket 
to glory, and that it was the most uncomforia- 
ble feeling he ever had in his life. 


THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Week. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—The senate will 
spend this week in further consideration of the 
tariff bill, and under the ‘‘compact’’ of last 
month, there will be two weeks more of the 
discussion before a vote is reached. In tho 
meantime, probably no other measure of im- 
portance which demands any serious consid- 
eration, will be taken up except the Edmunds 
joint resolution, declearingihe sense of this 
government upon the question of European 
coutrol of, or in connection with inter-oceanic 
canals on the American continent. This was 
debated at some length yesterday, and laid 
over (with Gray's amendment,) until tomor- 
row. But if the debate should develop a ten- 
denev to occupy much time, it will be laid 
aside for the benefit of the tariff bill. : 

In attempting to remedy the defect in one 
of the cog wheels of the complicated ma- 
chinery of rules which regulate the house in 
the transaction of business, the committee on 
rules has effectually puta stop to the whole 
process of legislation. The proposition to amend 
the rules so as to ‘prevent filibustering on the 
first and third Mondays of each month, against 
motiens to pass measures under the suspension 
of the rules, has thrown the house into a dead- 
lock, which only the rule requiring adjourn- 
ment each dav at 5 o’clock prevents from be- 
coming as memorable as that which last ses- 
sion Was precipitated by the direct tax Dill. 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, who has charge of the 
resolution to change the rules, has announced 
his intention to keep the matter before the 
louse until the final decision upon it is reached, 
and in this intention he has the hearty support 
of the friends of the Oklahoma bill, which is 
now pending under a motion to suspend the 
rules. He finds sturdy antagonists, however, 
in Baker, of New York, and Barnes, of 
Ga., who are opposed to the Oklahoma 
measure, and in Anderson, of Kansas and 
Anderson, of Iowa, who are fearful that if the 
change is made a motion will be offered to 
pass the Unien Pacific funding bill under a 
supension. Owing to absenteeism these gen- 
themen have a following large enough to 
unable them to break the quorum and bring 
the housetoa stand still. The committee on rules 
should dicide that until absentees 
return the matter shall be allowed 
to rest in abeyance. Should this be decided 
upon, Monday, being suspension day, will un- 
doubtedly be frittered away in the reading of 
voluminous old measures (introduced as new 
bills under the call of states) to stave off act- 
jon on the Oklahoma bill, or will, by common 
consent. be devoted to the consideration of the 
river and harbor bill. 

Chairman Crisp, of the committee on elec- 
tions, has signified his intention of calling up 
on Tuesday the South Carolina contested elec- 
tion ease of Smalls against Elliott. He ex- 
pects strong republican opposition to the re- 
port of the committee in favor of the sitting 
member, and its consideration will probably 
consumetwo days. This case disposed of, the 
Sullivan-Felton (California) contested election 
case will be called up.

PROFESSOR GEFFCKEN SET AT 


LIBERTY. 


BISMARCK’S BIG BLUFF AT MORIER 


How the German Press Treats the Matter— 
The East African Complication— 
Gereral Topics, Etc. 


Brrr, January 6.—[Copyright, 1889, by the 
New York Associated Press.]—Count Herbert 
Bismarck last night gave a diplomatic dinner, 
at which Count Schounaloff, Russian am bassa- 
dor; Herbette, French ambassador, and other 
heads of legations were present. During the 
course of the evening Count Herbet, speaking 
to Connt Von Hatzfeidt, German minister to 
England, promised, under request of the em- 
peror, to exhonorate Sir Robert Morier, 
sritish ambassador to Russia, from any charge 
connected with the Bazaine incident. This 
result was communicated to Morier, who ex- 
presses himself as dissatisfied. He says that 
as official,prints make the charge there must 
be an official withdrawal. 

Lord Salisbury, in a personal communica- 
tion to Prince Bismarck, asks him to order 
direct the statement that the whole charge is 
absurd. 

Papers today generally comment on the 
Morrier affair. The Vissischee Zeitung re- 
marks the impression that a perusal of the 
letter’s leaves is painful. Incidents such as 
these carronly serve to trouble the relations 
of two countries connected by kindred and 
affinity. The accusation against Morier rests 
on the controversal assertion of a man who is 
no more, Noevidence can be adduced in sup- 
port of the charge. Therefore, it cannot be 
regarded as convincing. If, concludes the 
Zeitung, certain papers which described Em- 
peror Frederick as Parsifal, the simpleton, 
really consider it their duty to asperse every 
man whom that noble prince honored with 
his confidence, they have, at any rate, dene no 
good service to,Germany’s government or em- 
peror, 

Proceeding to narrate the military events be- 
tween the 13th and 17th of August, 1870, the 
Vossischee Zeitung says it is only surprising | 
that the plain contradiction between Marshal 
Bazaine’s statement to Major Von Deine and 
known historic facts should not have been per- 
ceived by Major Von Deine himself, who 
seems to have been willing to forge a weapon 
with which te strike at the memory of Em- 
peror Frederick. 

The Freisseminnge Zeitung says: 

“The German peoplz await what Count Herbert 
has to say officially in the matter. As things stand, 
German diplomacy has not covered itself with glory 
over the question.”’ 

The National Zeitung holds that Morier in 
liis appeal to Count Herbert was over confi- 
dent. The paper says: 

It was really an astonishing demand to ask the 
thief of foreign office to contradict the report of a 
trusted officer of the German government. It must 
be left tothe future toshow whether Bazaine will 
come out of the ailair as a slanderer or as a cow- 
ard, 

These comments suggested a similar “ques- 
tion as to whether. Prince Bismarck and Count 
Herbert will come out of the affair as slander- 
ers oras cowards. Morier, according tothe 
sentiment of the English embidssy here and 
the general feeling in official circles, will com- 
pel Count Herbert to apologize. Inthe mean- 
time the semi-oflicial press shows no signs of 
abating the attacks on Morier, rather trying 
to support the assault. Tonight’s Berliner 
Borsen Zeitung has a vaguely worded ofiicial 
statement declaring that the government has 
proof as tothe means by which Morier obtained 
information concerning the movements and 
offensive plans of the German troops.Also how 
he made use of this information by sending it 
to London. 

The Journal Des Bebates says: The refusal 
of Count Herbert Bismarck to contradict the 
statements of the Cologne Gazette concerning 
Sir K. D. Morier, was uimed undirectly at the 
British government, and that his conduct has 
justly caused a profound disturbance in public 
feeling.

Port-Avu-Prince, December 23.—Since the 
release of the Haytien Republic three days 
ago to the United States steamers Galena and 
Yantic, an officer and boat crew, régularly re 
lieved, have been constantly kept aboard of 
the Haytien Republic, and that boat hus been 
Kept constantly under the shotted guns of two 
United States war vessels. She will be ac< 
cepted tomorrow, as it is expected that her 
condition will be then the same as when she 
was ciptared, all parts of her machinery hay 
ing been delivered. The Haytien gun boat, 
Grand River, left last night late, tiying the 
French flag, for Mole St. N icholas, 
now in the hands of Hyppo- 
lite, to cable to Martinique, for the Freach 
leet to protect Port-au-Prinee. It is under- 
stood that Legitime’s general commanding his 
main army was seriously defeated at Hinche, 
ten miles from San Domingo. He is now at 
the French legation under protection of the 
French flag, as the rage of the people is feared 
when they shall have learned of the deieat, 
and itis believed thut the Frence minister 
lminediately dispatched a request for French 
men-of-war.

ACCUSED OF FORGERY. 


A Grave Charge of Forgery Against Sir R. 
D. Morier. 


Berwin, January 6.—The Post practically 
accuses Sir R. D. Morier of forgery. It says: 
The wonderful jargon of the Bazaine letter, 
bustling with Anglicisms and solecisms, can 
not possibly have been written by a French. 
man. Its language startled the Parisians, but 
as they desired to exonorate Morier at any 
cost, they overcame the difficulty in a highly 
characteristic fashion. To effect their ovject 
they simply committed forgery. The Jour- 
nal des JDebats quietly touched up 
the letter from beginning to end, 
just as a French professor would convert an 
essay written by an English schoolboy, and 
then presented it to its French readers with 
the text perfect in form and diction.”’ 

The Post prints the two versions .of the 
letter. 

The Kolnische Zeitung,which first pnblished 
the original charges against Morier, intimates 
that the letter conveys the impression that it 
was written by an Englishman, and that only 
the signature is Bazaine’s. 

The Vossische Zietung says: ‘This new 
accusation against Morier is one.of such exe 
ceeding enormity that it canonly fill German 
readers with a feeling of profound shame, 
Unless proof of its justness is immediately 
tendered, the charge can hardly fail to have 
an jalmost imfuriating effect upon the 
foreigners. 

The Weser Zeitung deplores the “palpable 
animosity’’ displayed in the publication of the 
charge, and says: “Such an odious accusation 
should only have been brought after a careful 
examination had furnished irrefutable proofs; 
or at least substantial grounds for 
suspicions. Was this broken man, 
Bazaine, the witness whose statements, 
ranging as they did beyond all probability, 
should have been believed without further ado. 
It is much to be regretted that the foreign 
office, having declined to speak, the settlement 
of the dispute is left to the press. At any rate 
the impression appears to prevail that the 
Kolnische Zeitung was enabled to utilize. and 
did utiiize semi-ofticial sources of information,”

BERLIN, January 6.—Official advices frong 
Apia confirm vesterday’s announcement of the 
encounter between Mataafa’s followers and 
the Germans on December 18. The German 
gunboat Adler, with the German consul on 
board, proceeded to Lanly, Mataafa’s chief 
position, with the intention of negotiating for 
the disarming of the insurgents in 
consequence of the destruction to German 
property and insults to German sailors. A 
party of men was landing, and while on their 
way to the Vailele plantation, they were sude 
denly attacked by a party of rebels le: by an 
American named Klein. The Oijga, 
and Eber landed mame men, Who succeéde 
repelling themativéfeand destroying some pe 
their villages.

Thunder suakes are by no means common 
in Texas, and yet they are often encountered 
by prairie travelers, especially before and 
after thunder storms. Flashes of light- 
ning and claps of thunder, which are 
so terrifying to bipeds and quadrupeds, 
seom to have the greatest charm 
and delight for these members of the 
ophidian family. Whenever a thunderstorm 
comes up these snakes have a regular “picnic. 
They come crawling out of holes, from behind 
rocks and rotten stumps, and enjoy the fun 
while it lasts. Their nature is quarrelsome, 
their character fierce, and they are aggressive 
in a high degree, which qualities are remark- 
able in “being possessed by a serpent that is 
both fangles: sand innocuous. Their markings 
are beautiful in the extreme. Alternate bands 
of black, white, and yellow cover the lithe 
body. 

The black snake isso well Known to all 

North America that it is hardly worth noticing 
him from this part of the world. We have two 
species in Texas, one which inhabits marshy 
places, ponds, creek bottoms, and shady spots, 
and anothe rthat lives in the mountain is, among 
the rocks, and in the woods where dead, dry 
leaves are plentiful and young birds numerous. 
He is not a constrictor and he is not poisnnous. 
Nearly allstriking serpents have fangs,usuaily 
loaded with poison, while the constrictors sel- 
dom if ever strike, pret erring to affectionately 
squeeze their enemies to de ‘ath. Green grass 
snakes which are perfectly beautiful in this 
latitude ; bead snakes likewise, milk,corn, gar- 
ter, and runners are entirely too common to 
discuss. 

Coachwhips are remarkable in this country 
for their tremendous length and their surpris- 
ing speed. The form of the reptile is elegantly 
slende r, hiscoloring isof the most delicate 
beauty, and his constricting powers are scarce- 
ly ¢ sven surp ussed by boas, anacondas, or pyth- 
Hie is cream or clay colored, very much 
hat ‘d-baked prairie over which he 
long in proportion to his diam- 
scales are arranged in sucha 
manger that closely res‘ mble the plaited 
leather of a whip. The movements of the 
coach whip are like chain lightning. Not en- 
dowed with poison, yet has he tremendous 
power of locomotion and terrible strength in 
his lone, slender coils, which he wraps about 
and entangles the limbs in such a fashion, 
binding them to the body, and rendering his 
victim perfectly helpless.

Rule 5 provides that the papers of every 
examination shall be marked under direction 
of the commission, and eavh competitor shall 
be graded on the scale of fifteen, according to 
the general average determined by the marks 
made by the examiners on his paners. The 
commissioner may appoint in each railway 
mail division as many boards of examiners as 
it may deem necessary for the good of the 
service and the convenience of the applicants; 
provided that there shall be at least one such 
board in each territory and not less than twoin 
each state, except that the number may be 
limited to one each in the states of Khode 
Island and Delaware. These boards shall con- 
duct such examinations for admission to, and 
promotions in the classified railway mail ser- 
vice, and such examinations for other branches 
of the el; issified service as the commission m ay 

ire They shall also mark such examina- 
papers as the commission may dircet. 
‘niess otherwise directed by commission, pa- 
rs of examinations for admission to the 
lassi ied railway mail service shall be marked 
by the central board at Washington. Al) per- 
sons having preference as honorably discharged 
soldiers or sailors shall be placed upon the 
eligibie list when thev shall have attained, as 
such examination, the general average of not 
less than 65, on the basis of 100 as perfect, 

Other con npetitor Ss must have attained a gen- 
eral average of not less than 70. The register 
of eligibies shall be kept for each state and ter- 
ritory, the eligibles from the District of Co- 
lunibia to ke entered upon the registers of the 
state of Maryland or Virginia. The term of 
e Heibility shall not be less than one year, and 
this term may be extended in any state or ter- 
ritory if the commission finds such extension 
to be for the public good.

Agvin I remark. t! iat Godlin ‘ of rofitable 
for one’ di position. ord paettr *~. hefore he 
went Into a great battle. was Be to offer 
this prayer: **O Lord, I shall be very busy to- 
day ;.if L forget Thee, forget me not.” With 
such a Christian dispositi nas that,a man is 
independent of all circumstances. - Our piety 
will have a tinge of our natural tes mperann nt. 
If a man be cross and sour and fretful natur- 
ally, after he becomes a Christian he will al- 
ways haveto be armed against the rebellion 
of those evil inclinations : but religion has 
tamed the wiidest natxre; it has turned fret- 
fulne S88 inte gr ratitnde, des poncde ncy into good 
cheer, and those who were eard and ungovern- 
able and uncompromising have been made 
pliable and conciliatory. Good resolution, re- 
formatory effort, will not effect the change. 
It takes a mightier arm anda mightier hand 
to bend evil habits than the hand that bent 
the bow of Ulysses, and it takes a stronger 
lasso than ever held the buffalo onthe prairies. 
A. inan cannot go forth with any human weap- 
ons and contend successfully against these 
Titansarmed with uptorn mountains. But 
you have known men into whose spirit the in- 
fiuence of the gospel of Christ came, until 
their disposition was entirely changed. So it 
was with two merchants in New York. They 
were very antagonistic. They had done all 
they could to injure each other. They were in 
the same line of business, Ore of the mer- 
chants Was converted to Hu. Having been 
converted, he asked the Lord to teach 
him how to _ bear himself toward 
that business antagonist, and he 
was impressed with the fact that it was his 
duty when a customer asked for certain kinds 
of goods which he had not, but which he knew 
his epponent had, to recommend him to go to 
that store. I suppose that is aboutthe hardest 
thing aman could do; but being thoroughly 
converted to God, be resolved to do that very 
thing, and beingasked for a certain kind of 
goods which he had not he said: ‘‘You go to 
such and such astore, and you will get it.’’ 
After a while, merchant number two found 
these customers coming so sent, and he fonnd 
also that merchant number one had been 
brought to God, and he sought tho same re- 
ligion. Now they are good friends and good 
neighbors, the grace of God eutirely changing 
their disposition. 

“Oh,” says some one, “I have a rough, jag- 
ged, impetuous nature. and religion can’t do 
anything for me.’’ Do you know that Martin 
Luther and Robert Newton and Richard Bax- 
ter were impetuous, all-consuming natures, 
yet the grace of God turned 
them into the mightiest usefulness? A man- 
ufacturer cares but very little for a stream 
that slowly runs through the meadow, but a 
strong torrent that leaps from rock to rock, 
and rushes with mad energy through the val- 
ley and out toward thesea. Along that river 
you will find fluttering shuttles and grinding 
mill and fiashing water-wheel. And a nature, 
the swiftest, the most rugged and the most 
tremendous, thatis the nature God turns into 
greatest usefuiness. Oh, how many who have 
ba en pugnacious, and hard to please, and iras- 
cible, and more bothered about the mote in 
their neighbor’s eye than about the beam 
like ship timber in their own eye, who have 
been entirely changed by the | grace 
of God, and ‘have found out 
that ‘Godliness is profitable for the life that 
now is as well as for the life which is to 
come.’’ 

Again I remark, that religion is good for a 
man’s worldly business. I know the general 
theory is, the more business the less religion, 


the more relivion the less business. Not so- 


thought Dr. Hans in his “Biography of 
Christian Merchant,’? when he says: 
grew in grace the last six vears of his life 
more than at any timein his life; during those 
six years he had more business crowding him 
than at any other time.’’ In other words the 
more woridiy business a2 man has, the more 
Op portunity to serve God. Does religion 
exhilerate or retard worldly business? is the 
practical question for you to discuss. Does it 
hang like a mortgage over the farm? Is it a 
bad debt on the iedger? Is ita lien against 
the estate? Does it crowd the door 
throtgh which customers come for 
broadecloths and silks? Now, religion will 
hinder your business if it be a bad 
business, or if it be a good business wrongly 
conducted. Lf youtell lies behind the coun- 
ter, if you use f: ulse we ights and Incasures, if 
you put sand in sugar, and beet juice in. vine- 
gar, and lard in butter, and seil it for one 
thing that which is another thing, then relig- 
ion will interfere with that business; but a 
lawiul business, lawfully conducted, will find 
the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ its 
mightiest auxiliary. 

Religion will give an equipoise of spirit, it 
will keep you from e bullitions of temper--and 
you know a great many fine busin: sses h: Ve 
been blown to atoms by bad teinper—it will 
keep you from worriment about frequent loss, 
it will keep you industrious and prompt, it 
will keep you back from squandering and from 
dissipation, it vill give you a kind- 
ness of spirit which will be easily dis- 
tinguished from that mere store ‘courtesy 
which shakes hands violently with you, ask- 


ing about the health of your. _femlly when 


there is no anxiety to know whether your child 
is well or sic Jc | but the anxie ty i is to know how 
many dozen cambric pocket handkerchiefs you 
will take and pay casi down. It will pre pare 
you for the practical duties of every-day life. 
1 do not mean to say that religion will make 
us financially rich, but I do say thatit will give 
us,it wil) assure us of a comfortable sustenance 
atthe start, a comfortable subsistence all the 
way through, and it will help us to direct the 
bank, to manage the traffic, to conduct ail our 
business matters, and to make the most insig- 
nificant aitair of ev life a matter of vast im- 
portance glorified by Christian principle. 

In New York ci ity there was a merchant 
hard in his dealings with his fel- 
lows, who had written over his bank- 
ing house, or I iis counting-house room: 
“No compomise.”” Then when some mer- 
chant got in a crisis and went down—no fault 
of his, butac onjunction of evil circumstances 
—anG all the other merchants were Aas thi ng = 
compromise—they would take seventy-tfi 
cents on the dollar, or fifty ay or ceuinte 
cents—coming to this man last of all, he said: 
‘*No co mpr mise; I'll take one hundred cents 
on the dollar, and I can afford to wait’ Well, 
the wheel turned, and after a while that man 
was in a crisis of business, and he sent out his 
agents to compromise, and the agents said to 
the merch: ints: “Will you take fifty cents on 
the dollar?” “No.” “Will you take any- 
thing?” ‘“‘We'll take one hundred cents on 
the dollar. Nocompromise.’”’ And the man 
who wrote that inscription over his counting- 
house door died in destitution. Oh, we 
want more of the kindness of the_ gos- 
pel and * the spirit of love in 
our business enterpris es. How many young 
men have foun din the religion of Jes us C hrist 
a practical help? How many there are in this 
house today who could te stify out of their own 
experience that Godliness is profitable. for the 
life that now is. There were times in their 
business career when they went here for help 
and there for help and yonder for help,and got 
no help until they knelt before the Lord crving 
for His deliverance, and the Lord resc ued 
them. 

In a bank not far from our great metropolis 
—a Village bank~—an oftficer could not balance 
his accounts. He had worked at them day 
after day, night after

TURNED AGAINST HIMSELF IN A 
SURPRISING MANNER. 


Kev J. W. Lee Replies to the Strictares of 
Presiding Elder Wadsworth Regarding 
Education, 


In to-day’s CONSTITUTION a correspondent 
replies to “recent arguments offered in support of 
the section of the North Georgia Conference.” 
Concerning what he says about ‘A Holy Church,’ 

there is no difference of opinion botween us. We 
differ as to the relations and functions of the 
Church. He appearsto hold that the Chureh is 
related to individuals only. I hold that it is related 
to the whole life of the people and all the 
institutions, constitutiouas aud laws which grow 
outofthat life Hesaysthe Church is of divine 
origin. He would hardly hold that any particular 
form of it isof divine origin, but that the Christ, 
the life of it. the center of it, and the circumference 
ofit,isofdivine origin. Any particular form of 


‘the Church is divine, in proportion as it conforms 


to the life, spirit, method and conception of Christ. 
Governments used as collective terms 
to embrace the political, eclesiastica! 
and social establishme:ts of 8 /peop.e 
and the officers wno administer them,are of divine 
origin also; because they are necessary. 1t would not 
be proper to ray that any particular iorm of govern’ 
ment was of divine origin. Governments are divine 
in proportion as they share inio the spirit, life, laws, 
methods aud conceptions of Christ, i. whom all 
things stand and by whom all things were made. 
Laws are of divine origin in that society is im possi- 
bie without them. Statutes, enaciments and 
constitutions are divine in proportion as «they 
conform to the revealed laws of God. Any particular 
enactment, statute or constitntion is not divine 
unless it conforms to the divine will, which is law. 
Officeis who execute the statutes and administer 
the government are of divine origin, in that it is 
penta that there be officers, but no particular 

fficer is diy ‘ine only in so far as he execuies and 
conse jentious!y administers laws which conform to 
divine law. ‘the church is no more of divine origin 
than other institutions. - It is on a higher 
plane and administers to fn higher 
side ot man. Corn is of divine origin 
asmuch asthe Bible. Itis related to man’s plysi 
cal hunger, while the Bible is related to man’s 
spiritual hunger. It would not dotosay that God 
did not make corn. Tie madeallthings. The holy 
church oug! t to be translated into all li fe, and law, 
and society, and government. 

Your correspondent represents mea little while 
ago, as denouncing the public school system, Never 
in my lite did I say one word against the system. I 
have criticised the way the common schools were 
munaged, but never a word against the system 
itself, I might criticise the management of a rail- 
road; that would be nosign thatI was against 
railroads. 

It is well to consider the objections which were 
ured against the resolution offered by the board of 
education concerning public scho Is in detail. 
These objections I take from the speeches made at 
confereuce, ind trom the articles which haye come 
out in the public prints since. They are as follows: 

1. Itis contended that the board transcended its 
authority in offering forthe adoption of the con- 
ference a resolution concerning public schools. 

The law providing for the organization of a b oard 
of education is found on page 50 of the discipline. 
It is as follows: ‘‘Let every annual conference 
organize a conference board of education, and 
inquire into the state and character of all the insti- 
tutious of learning under its care, and the best 
means of promoting thcir interests, and, if neces- 
sary, of increa-ing their number.” 

Biackstone is acce; t:d authority on the construc- 
tion of law. He says in the first volume of the com- 
mentaries, page 86, Cooley’s edfion, that “penal 
statutes must be construed strictiy. Thus the 
statute, I. Edw. 6, ec. 12, having enacted that those 
who are convicted of stealing horses should not 
bave the benefit of clergy, the judges conceived 
that this did not extend to him that should steal 
one horse, and therefore procured anew act for 
that pnrpose the following year.’’ Remedial statutes 
however are according to the same authority to be 
construed liberally. In note 19 on page 88 of Biack- 
stone, itis said: “Itis a fundamental rule of con- 
struction that penal statutes shall be construed 
stricily, and the remedial statutes shell be construed 
liberally. Remedial statutes must be construed 
according to the spirit, tor in the furtherance and 
extension of natural right and justice, the judge may 
safely go beyond even that which existed in the 
minds of those who framed the law.’’ The law 
under which the board of education performed its 
work was remedial. It was toseek the removal of 
ignorance and the promotion of knowledge. 
itis claimed thatthe law under which the 

operated was penal, rather than remedial, we beg 
to insist that it did not transcend its authority. We 
have no elementary Methodist schoois. The ele- 
mentary schools in Georgia are such as the state has 
estabtished. Those by general consent have not 
been such as met the demands for elementary 
education, They have occupied the ground and 
destroyed private schools, but they have not eleva- 
ted children to the grade necessary to entrance in 
college. Inthe report of the president of Emory 
college. which, by resolution, was referred to the 
board of education, the board was committed, by 
action of the conference, to the consideration of the 
matter, for which your correspondent takes us to 
task. Afterall he has said the public will be aston- 
ished to know that the very things he is cri iticising 
the board about, he voted himself to ask them to 
consider and reporton. This is like pulting a man 
in the fire and then Saying witty things at his ex- 
pense for not keeping cool. In the report of the 
resident of Emory college the following languace 
’ used; ‘‘I cannot close this report without record- 
ing my opinion, based upon a somewhat extensive 
observation of the educational work withi n the 
atronizing conferences, that Emory college would 
better patronized if our common schools We @dei- 
ter. Know!edge would begeta thirst for kuowledze, 
Many ofour people are so ignorantthey do nt 
know they need tolearn, This is especially true in 
Georgia, where a free school system run for three 
months only has done more to break down good 
private schools than ithas done to extend school 
privileges to the masses. It does not behoove us to 
sit idiy by and see thisevilgounmended. The 
school system is fixed in the constitut:on of the 
state. We cannot kill it if we onglht, and it is by 
no means clearthat we ought if we could. We 
should, as far as our ‘aaieeuse extends, improve 
them. A system of schools in Georgia runing not 
less than six months a year would, in five years, 
increase the patronag ‘¢ of En 10ry college not less 
than thirty per cent,”’

What are the functions of an eccle- 
siastical body? To inquire into the condition, needs 
and tendencies of men, as physical, | social, 
mental, moral and spiritual beings, and 
todevise ways and means for their improvement in 
these respects. They are tobe interested in the 
bodies of men, that they be fed; in their social con- 
ditions, that they be not cursed with bad institutions 
and Jaws; in theirmental condition, thatthey be 
educated; in their ethical condition, that they live 
moral lives; and in their spiritualcondition, that 
they properly discharge their duties to;|God. God 
has provided bread for the body, truth for the mind, 
laws forthe moral life, and Christ for the soul. 
Ecclesiastical bodies, as God s ministers, are charged 
withthe duties of ’ brit iging these corresponding 
elements together.
